(4.)  By  striking  out  clause  (c)  of  regulation 
numbered  16,  and  substituting  the  following: — 

“(c.)  For  registration  as  a  broker,  subject  to 
clauses  (/)  and  (g),  where  the  broker 
trades  in  securities  : — 

“(i.)  In  a  municipality  having 
a  population  of  5,000  or  over,  a 
fpe  of  .  $15.00 
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“(ii.)  In  any  other  munici¬ 
pality  or  in  unorganized  terri¬ 
tory,  a  fee  of  .  5.00  ” 

(5.)  By  adding  at  the  end  of  clause  ( d )  of 
regulation  numbered  10  the  words  “  subject  to 
clause  (</).” 

(6.)  By  adding  at  the  end  of  clause  ( g )  the 
words  “  or  renewal  of  a  temporary  registration  to 
which  clause  (c)  or  ( d )  applies.”

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
